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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 8/13/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant filed 1.131 Declaration has been considered, but not sufficient 
to overcome the pending rejection. The Declaration attached exhibits lack any date 
that antedate the patent filing date of the corresponding provisional. The Exhibits A, B, 
although refer to the use of loose reverse osmosis membranes and or nanofiltration 
membrane in domestic water treatment, are not clearly directed to the use of a 
membrane with the claimed properties and operational parameters as in the present 
claims. In addition, there is not mention of specific NF membranes (SRI , etc.). the 
Declaration is considered deficient, and the rejection is maintained. 

The claim amendment overcome rejection under 1 12.
